NTHONY EDEN, spokesman for Great Britain, says 
today that when the signatories to the nine-power non- 


aggressiwn treaty meet in Brussels next Saturday in an at- 
tempt to end the Chinese-Japanese war his country "will 
go exactly as far as the United States." 


That will be only a very moderate distance. 
The role of a peace-maker, if pursued to the bitter end, 


involves the peace-maker himself in the fight he proposed 
to pacify- 


Looking over the world situation, there is no reason to 


suppose that the United States will be any more eager 
to involve itself in a war in Asia than in a war in Europe. 


The public i.s violently outspoken against our getting 


into a lOuropean war, speaking from personal experience 
back in IM17-18. The American public now clearly recog- 
nizes Europe to be a pit of eternal warfare, which not even 
the money and man-power of the West can remedy by inter- 
vening on either one side or the other. 


If American sentiment appears to lean strongly toward 


the Chinese side—and it does—that should not mean that 
we are likely to plunge into war any more quickly on the 
Pacific side than on the Atlantic. For Asia's problems arc, 
if anything, more complex and insoluble than Europe's.

career at the age of 71 a.s an automobile 
salesman at $2f> a week and commis- 
sions. 


His job was disclosed when Fred- 


erick V. Gocss, receiver for the de- 
di'funct 
Harriman 
National 
bank, 


brought suit against him to coni]>el as- 
signment of eight life insurance pol- 
icies totaling $378,000. 


Harriman refused 
Sunday to dis- 


cuss his job or Ihc suil. On parole 
after .serving 2,i month;; of a four and 
one-half-year sentence for misapply- 
ing hank funds, he is required by the 
parole- law to show gainful employ- 
ment. 


Outstanding against bis modest sal- 


ary are millions of dollars in judg- 
ments and suits brought in connection 
with the failure of his bank. Claims 
against the bank totaled $16,266,207, of 
which $12,400,000 has been paid. 


Harriman was born heir to millions. 


At Ifi, he became a bank clerk, at 35 
a member of his father's private bank- 
ing firm.and at 45 founder uf his own 
bank, which failed to reopen after the 
national banking holiday in 1933.

quintuplets might provide a bad mo- 
ment or two for the fingerprint ex- 
ports, if they should ever decide to 
submit their prints for examination. 


For their fingerprints are amazing- 


ly similar. 


The different sets, when completely 


recorded, 
can be distinguished, of 


course, but if one of the quinluplets 
.should put one slighlly smudged prinl 
on a sheet of paper—a print of her 
forefinger, for instance—Ihe science 
of fingerprinting might find it ul-- 
lerly impossible to tell which of the 
five sislers had made it. 


This is just one illuslralion of the 


amazing resemblance the quintuplets 
have to one another. They are identi- 
cal quintuplets—a phenomenon as rare 
among quintuplets (which are an 
«7,(IOO,()()0-to-one shot to begin with) 
as identical twins are among ordi- 
nary twins. 


"Identical," as bioligists use the 


word, dicsn't moan quite what you 
might suppose. No two people are 
every 
really identical. 
Even 
those 


twins who look so much alike that 
their own parents get mixed up about 
them—everyone has known some such 
pair—arc not exactly alike. It's all a 
matter of degree. 


But the Dionne quintuplets all five 


of them—come closer to being exactly 
alike than any pair or group of chil- 
dren ever studied by science before. 


The Old, Old Problem 


This fact emerges from a scientific 


study ni!iHc by Drs. John W. Mac- 
Arthur and Norma Ford, biologists on 
the faculty of the University of To- 
ronto. They base their findings on 
their own observation and on data col- 
lected by Dr. W. E. Blatz, director of 
Ihe university's St. George's School for 
Child Study. 


The bialogists made their study ns 


the foundation for an effort to solve 
one of science's most baffling prob- 
lems—whether environment or hered- 
ity has the grctiter influence on the 
development of a person's mental and 
physical characteristics. 


Here, for (he first lime, science has 


a chance to study five children of 
identical heredity; and scientists will 
be citing the five little girls from 
Callander on one side or the other of 
the perennial argument (or possibly on 
both sides.) for many years to come. 


Anyway, what the scientists were 


primarily interested in was in find- 
ing out whether the quins actually 
are identical. 


Identical twins, Ihcy point out, are 


usually the same only in a few char- 
acteristics— such as sex, blood groups, 
color of eyes, hair and skin and so on. 
In other instances—the shape of their 
ears, their finger and palm prints, 
the shape of face and skull—they are 
very different. 


So one uf the first things Drs. Mac- 


Arthur and Ford wanted was to find 
out about the quints' fingerprints., 


And Began to Cry 


The quints had had an early ex- 


perience with fingerprinting which 
left them and everyone 
connected 


with them very cold. When they were 
quite small, the provincial govern- 
ment sent a couple of policemen to 
the place to record the Quints' prints 
The detectives brought Iheir regula- 
tion fingerprinting equipment, with 
ing and everything. 


Eo the quints got ink on their fingers. 


Then they got it smudged all over 
themselves. They got it on the de- 
tectives, on the furniture, and on the

Note how even iris colors mid patterns—expressed 
by measurements on the biologists' testing charts—are the sumo for all five sisters. Prints were made of the 
quints' palms, fingers and soles of their feet, and diagramed as illustrated in the footprints reproduced here. 
The ridges (llncs( were counted and the shape of the curves tabulated. The result shows that the quintuplets are 
an identical set.

ELEN KELLER was not born deaf, dumb and blind. A 
normal child at birth, the daughter of an editor of North 


Tuscumbia, Ala-, she was stricken with brain fever at the age 
of 10 months, and through this illness was deprived of her 
faculties. After six years of clawing, wheezing, muffled 
screaming of childhood, Helen Keller was taken to the Perkins 
Institute of the Blind at Boston. Here she met Anne Sullivan, 
who recognized in the pupil an exceptional mentality, undi- 
minished by the illness that had robbed her of her senses. 


Years of constant, patient training followed. Years of 


failure and disappointment, finally climaxed in success mark- 
ed by a single spoken sentence: "I am not deaf now." 


Well versed in the Braille alphabet of the blind, as well 


as in a manuel alphabet for conversation through touching 
fingers, Miss Keller rapidly developed her ability to discern 
and reproduce spoken words. 


- At the age of 20, she and her tireless, constant companion 


and teacher matriculated in Radcliffe College, Cambridge, 
Mass., from which the blind prodigy was graduated with an 
A. B. degree in 1904, "with special mention for excellence in 
English Literature." 


Her case attracted the attention 
of international 


scientists who marveled at the attainments of the Alabama 
girl and her mentor. Success as a novelist and as a lecturer 
came swiftly. Throughout the world Helen Keller became a 
model of victory over personal handicaps.

v^ Miss Keller's devotion to the American, Foundation for the 
Blind, and its $2,000,000 fund. Proudly Miss Keller has re- 
jected patronizing offers of assistance, but readily has wel- 
comed every heartfelt effort to aid the sightless.

Cleanliness, Diet and Body Hygiene 


Are Best Cure for Pimples nnd 


Blackheads. 


Whatever type of skin trouble af- 


fects one, cleanliness is of the first im- 
portance, he second step after mak- 
ing certain that the skin is clean is to 
protect the inflamed areas 
against 


furthr irritation. 


In the first place, the general hy- 


giene of the body is important in the 
prevention of pimples and blackheads. 
Sometimes a suitable control of the diet 
will be associated with a lessened 
amount of grease in the skin. Some- 
times it is necessary to modify the 
varous glandular actions of the body 


I in order to accomplish cure by treat- 


ment applied directly to the skin. In 
some cnsos pimples on the skin are as- 
sociated with the use of variocs drugs 
which tend to bring ;ibout irirtation in 
the skin. 


U should be obvious that removal 


of blackheads 
is beneficial if it is 


properly done. The importance of re- 
moving the blnckhead proprly cannct 
be over-emphasized since the skin ,1s 
easily injured by using 100 muc'n force. 


Force will be found to be particularly 


unnecessary if the skin is first prepor- 
aed for th removal of the blackheads. 
In such preparation the face is washed 
thoroughly with soap and water, hot 
towels are then applied for about 10 
mituies in order to dilate the pores. 
Then the skin is sponged with a luke- 
warm or very mild antiseptic solution.

Physical Changes During Adolescence Usual Cause 


of Pimples and Blackheads 


This is the eighth of a series of 


articles in which Dr. Morris Fish- 
bein discusses diseases of the skin.

Most boys and girls when they reach 


anywhere from 13 to 18 years of age 
begin to show the signs of pimples and 
blackheads on the skin. 


As the changes which are associatec 
/ witlwnaturity occur in the body, the 


fat glands of the skin develop and 
sometimes takes on excessive activity 
TTiis causes the skin to become greasy 
When the grease is mingled with dust 
plugs form in the pores. The plug: 
of grease and dirt are the basis of what 
is called a blackhead. The doctor's 
word £or blackheads is comedones. 


Since the plug serves to stop up the 


gland, the continued formation of ma- 
terial produces irritation. The tissues 
become secondarily infected and pus 
forms. This makes the pimple. 


Then when the pus tube or pimple 


breaks, the tissues hea! rapidly and 
the trouble disappears. In some cases, 
however, the plug does not come out 
soon enough. The pressure and de- 
structive action of the pus underneath 
the plug will destroy enough tissue 
so that subsequently a scar will form. 


In most instances these pimples and 


blackheads tend to clear up as the 
boy or girl grows older. However, the 
risk of damage to the skin is suffi- 
cient to demand a reasonable amount 
of attention to the skin in order to pre- 
vent scarring. 


There are a few simple instructions 


which everyone should know in order 
to prevent trouble. Never squeeze or 
bruise a pimple without being certain 
that the procedure is carried out un- 
der aseptic or noninfectious, conditions 
so that the infected material will not 
be spread around or forced into the 
blood. 


Since pimples and blackheads oc- 


cur on greasy skins, a liberal use of 
soap and hot water will tend to keep 
them under control. 
However, no 


amount cf scrubbing with soap and 
water will cure a real case of acne. In 
the mild cases the pimples may be few 
and the blackheads many. 


In some cases the obstruction forms 


under the outer or horny layer of the 
skin. In these cases the condition 
forms not a blackhead, but a white- 
head. 


The blackheads and the pimples are 


not limited exclusively to the face. 
As everyone knows they frequently
